LONDON, Aug. 14, 5:30 p. m-—Great 
Britain, France and Russia have sent 
a sharp demand to Turkey for the 


immediate revatriation of the offi- 
cers and crews of the German cruisers 
Goeben and Breslau. 


It is reported that the two cruisers 
were met by Turkish vessels outside 
and escorted into the Dardanelles. 
There is no official confirmation of the 
actual purchase of the cruisers by 
Turkey, but the report to that effect is 
credited generally. 

An Exchange Telegraph Athens dis- 
patch says King Constantine, at the sug- 
gestion of the Premier and Minister of 
War, E. Venizelos, has called a confer- 
ence of all former Premiers and party 
leaders to determine the attitude of 
Greece in the face of Turkey’s purchase 
of the cruisers Goeben and Breslau from 
Germany. 

A Reuter news agency dispatch from 
Paris says advices received there from 
the Dardanelles declare that, contrary 
to the statement of the Turkish Gov- 
ernment, the German flag has not been 
lowered on the German cruisers Goeb2n 
and Breslau, nor have their crews been 
landed since their arrival in Turkish 
waters. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Rome says: “Turkey’s purchase of the 
German cruisers Breslau and Goeben 
has made an unpleasant impression here. 
Italy probably will demand an explana- 
tion as to the future use of these ships 
and also warn Turkey that she will not 
allow the equilibrium of the lower Med- 
iterranean to be threatened, as Italy is 
determined tp prevent complications.” 


Turkish Purchase of German War- 
ships Arouses Italy. 


ROME, via Paris, Aug. 14—The news 
that Turkey had purchased the German 
cruisers Goeben and Breslau reached 
here only last night. This new devel- 
Cpment in the war situation was dis- 
cussed with interest in political circles, 
where it was held that it was fraught 
with the possibility of grave results. 

It was stated in semi-official quarters 
that the vessels would become a strong 
weapon in the hands of Turkey if Con- 
stantinople abandoned its attitude or 
neutrality. The belief was expressed 
that the purchase precludes a new po- 
sition on the part of Turkey and in 
favor of Germany and Austro-Hungary. 
which is especially important as bearing 
on the interests of the Balkan states. 


Allies to Bring Turkey to Realization 
of Her Obligations. 


PARIS, Aug. 14—The allied Govern- 
ments opposed to Germany and Austria- 
Hungary have agreed to bring Turke; 
to a realization of its obligations as a 
neutral power in connection with he~ 
purchase from Germany of the cruisers 
Goeben and Breslau. 


Austrian Steamer Seized as

MONTREAL, Aug. 14.—The Austrian 
steamer Ida, 4700 tons, which sailed 
from Trieste and Naples before war 
was declared, reached here last night 
and was taken over by the Marine De- 
partment at Quebec today as a war 
prize.

FOOD PRICES NATION WIDE 


Attorney-General and Secretary of Commerce 
Instruct Representatives to Begin Search for 
Combinations and Find Cause of Advances. 


WASiIINGION, Aug. 14.~The move- 
ment of the Federal Government. to in- 
vestigate increases in food prices with 


a view to possible criminal prosecutions 


was under full headway today. 

Attorney-General. McReynolds has 
sent to every District Attorney in tre 
country a notice that the investigation 
has been started and a request that 
they forward any information they Are 
able to obtain, regarding combinations 
in restraint of trade. 

Commerce Department Acts. 

Agents of the Department of Com- 
merce began their work today as part 
of the investigation ordered by Presi- 
dent Wilson to determine if food prices 
in this country are being unnecessarily 
raised because of the Buropean war. 
These instructions were sent to ‘led 
agents in New York, Boston, Seattle, 
Chicago, Atlanta and New Orleans: 

‘You are instructed to inquire imme- 
diately and carefully whether there has 


‘been a recent rise in retail prices in 


your city and vicinity, and if so on 
what articles and to what extent? 
“Special attention should be given to 
foodstuffs and articles of clothing and 
other necessities. Learn whether the 
advance if it exists is general or con- 
fined to particular commodities, and if 
so, what ones. Find if it has been sud- 
den or gradual, if any articles have 
fallen in price, state facts concerning 
them. Learn what reasons are given 
for any ‘advance that may have -oc- 
curred and inquire particularly as to 
wether such reasons are the actual ones.

if there has been any advance due to 
speculation, either on the general 
war situation or on the temporary 
delay in ocean transit. Consider 
whether a fair stock exists or is 
avallable of any commodity that may 
have been advanced, and whether the 
facts show a purpose to use the war 
situation to secure. undue extra prof- 
its by increased prices.

A dispatch from Brussels to Reuter’s Agency says that the battle near 
Eghezee, north of Namur, which occurred yesterday at Noville Taviers, on 
the Namur-Tirlemont railroad line, was keenly contested.

WITH THE BELGIAN ARMY, Be- 
tween Brussels and Liege, via London, 
Wednesday Night, Aug. 12.—Almost one 
begins to hope that near this place (evi- 
dently cut out by the censor), where 
the advance posts of the Belgian army 
stand with their allies, will prove to 
be the scene of the coming great battle. 

I had expected it much further south- 
west, but so astonishing has been the 
success of the Belgian arms in the en- 
counters during the reconnoissances that 
it is possible now to hope for what 
would have seemed a miracle a fort- 
night ago. 

Of course, the German mass has yet 
to move, but with every hour’s delay 
it seems still to remain a blind mass, 
which must unroll its plan of battle 
before it has learned how our forces 
are disposed to meet it. 

Everywhere along the line of the out- 
posts the Germans meet with baffling 
checks. Like an angry dog, faced by 
a porcupine with bristles defiant at 
every point, the vaunted Prussian army 
stands, puzzled. 

It causes one to wonder when the 
German military skill will begin to 
show itself. So far there has been 
nothing shown. The audacity of the 
Uhlan raids has, on test. come down 
to nothing more than the audacity of 
bewilderment, the blind rush of men 
pushed on from behind. In contact 
with Belgian cavalry the Uhlans have 
shown themselves inferior. The Ger- 
man artillery has not shown bDrilliancy 
nor has the German infantry. 

The allies’ right wing had faced an 
attack with all arms at dawn, and, as 
usual, had repulsed it without, as I 
learned from some of the allies’ of- 
ficers, disclosing anything as to the 
allies’ real position. 

I do not wish to exaggerate the facts 
and pretend that the Belgian forces ara 
winning a series of important battles.

HERMAN RIDDER 
DEFENDS KAISER'S 
ATTITUDE IN WAR 


Editor Says It Is Absurd to Say 
Ruler Acted in Defiance 
of Popular Will. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—In today's - 
sue of the Staats Zeitung, in an article 
over his own signature, Herman Ridder, 
editor of the paper and one of the most 
prominent and influential Germans in 
the United States, defends Emperor WII 
liam and the German Empire in its war 
against Russia, France and England. 

The article is the first of a series which 
will present a view of the European 
war and its 
eyes. In part Ridder writes: 

“Germany did not want war. The 
picture of the Kaiser as a bioodthirsty 
war lord is nonsense. The telegrams 
that were exchanged between the Kaiser 
and the Czar show how far the German 
Emperor went to preserve the peace of 
Europe. Further, to assume that the 
Emperor declared war in the present 
instance against the will of Germany 
is an absurd assumption. 

“Germany is a military nation, Ger- 
many, whether successful or not, must 
make terrible sacrifices and stand these 
losses. 

“This is not a war of conquest. It 
is not a Napoleonic war to satisfy the 
personal ambitions of an Emperor. It 
is a defensive war for the German na- 
tion, with their national life at stake. 

“England has been jealous of Ger- 
many and her commercial trumphs 
for more than a generation. France 
has advertised her loss at Alsace ani 
Lorraine until the whole world hus 
accepted her sentimental attitude on 
this question. Russia, since her set- 
back by Japan, has been looking wesi- 
ward for an outlet to the sea. It 18 
very difficult to forecast the outcome 
of. what may prove the greatest war 
in the history of mankind.

In some cases this is done by the

The responsibility for the cutting of 
the German cable has not been placed.

Strict Censorship Plans. 
Whatever the facts in that case may 
be, the English and French have adopt- 
ed the strictest plans of censorship. 
Earl Kitchener, British Secretary ot 
State for War, has announced that any 
newspaper in the United Kingdom which 
prints any war news other than that 
given out by the official Government 
press bureau will be “suspended.” This. 
considering the customary freedom of 
the British press, is a remarkable or- 
der. The outgjvings of the Brita of- 
ficial news bureau hate tus iar been 
confined to brief bulletins, the total not 
exceeding an American . half- 
column in any day. 

The French have established a rigor- 
ous censorship, which officials defend by 
reminding the critics that the battle of 
Sedan was caused by an uncensored 
newspaper dispatch. 
The tradition regarding Sedan is that 
n Paris paper, by printing the fact that 
Marshal MacMahon’s army, accompa- 
ried by Emperor Napoleon III, was at 
Tthetms, gave the Germans information 
they did not previously have.

Un- 
mistakably, then, the advance of the 
allied army can be placed between Diest 
and Namur, behind the Getee River, 
which flows north and south across the 
front of the allies’ position from Tirle- 
mont to Diest.

ESPITE the rigid censorship which 
D continues to cloak all the prin- 

cipal operations and main posi- 
tions of the English-French-Belgian 
army, sufficient data have been sup- 
plied in the last few days to demon- 
strate pretty definitely the line on which 
the German advance from Liege via 
Brussels to Northern France is to be 
resisted, if the Germans persist in this 
operation. 

The simplest fashion, perhaps, in 
which to describe the allied position 
is to consider the developments since 
Sunday, Aug. 2, when the German vio- 
lation of the neutrality of Belgium was 
first suspected as at hand. On that 
day the Belgian army was mobilizing 
the field force at Louvain, 18 miles east 
of Brussels, and troops were assigned 
to garrison the fortified posts at Ant- 
werp, Liege, Namur, Huy and Diest. The 
French army had also begun to mobil- 
ize, and one considerable army was un- 
questionably concentrating on the Bel- 
gian frontier, between Maubeuge and 
Lille. 

As soon as the attack upon Liege 
became known and the certainty of 
resistance was established, a forward 
movement on the part of the French 
carried an advance guard of their 
army to the fortress of Namur, at 
the junction of the Sambre and the 
Meuse, and squarely in the path of 
German advance from Liege toward 
northern France. Meantime the con- 
centration of Belgian troops at Lou- 
vain continued, and as early as last 
Thursday Brussels confidently an- 
nounced that the two armies, French 
and Belgian, were in touch, and on 
Saturday further admitted British 
soldiers were arriving on the Conti- 
nent and being sent to take their 
place in the allied lines. 

Rivers Impertant Factor. 

Now, as the French at Namur and 
the Belgians at Louvain concentrated. 
they would necessarily push north 
and south, respectively, east of the 
railway connecting Brussels and Na 
mur. The distance by ‘rail between 
Louvain and Namur is 35 miles, and 
not over 80 by road. Thus, by last 
Thursday, Belgium and France had 
stretched their armies from Louvain 
to Namur across the front of any 
German advance via Brussels to 
northern France. 

It remains to consider this position 
from its military and geographical as- 
pects. Below ‘Louvain the Dyle is 
joined by the Demer and becomes a con- 
siderable river, affected by tidal force 
at Malines, a few miles to the west. Be- 
low Malines it falls into the Scheldt, at 
this point a broad and considerable 
river, which but a few miles to the 
north enters the zone of the forts of 
Antwerp, considered, next to Paris, the 
most heavily fortified city in Europe. 

The left of a Belgian army concen- 
trated about Louvain would then be pro- 
tected from any flank operation by the 
Dyle-Scheldt River barrier. In fact, 
then, the gap between Louvain and Na- 
mur, that is, between the Dyle and the 
Meuse, only 30 miles wide, represents 
the channel through which a German 
advance to France north of the Meuse 
must come, and an army occupying the 
gap would have one flank solidly estab- 
lished on the Meuse at the fortress of 
Namur, and the other on the Dylo- 
Scheldt and just north of Louvain. 

It then requires no stretch of imag- 
mation to believe that as long ago 1s 
last Thursday the allies began to fortify 
themselves solidly on the front between 
the Meuse and the Dyle on a line little 
longer than the famous trenches of 
Lee’s army about Richmond, and of 
about the same extent as the equally 
celebrated Tchatalja lines of the recent 
Balkan war. 

Lime ef Defense Shows. 

The exact location of the lines, how- 
ever, must be a matter of pure con- 
jecture, but again the geography aids. 
East and north of Louvain, where the 
Demer River makes its great bend com- 
int north from the Hesbaye plain and 
turns to the west, is the fortress of 
Diest, commanding the crossing of the 
river, and a whole network of railways |

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FOR BUBONIC FLEA 


No Trace of Disease-Carrying 
Insect Found on 300 Rodents 
Caught in Early Raid,’ 


Employes of the Health Department, 
under direction of Assistant Health 
Commissioner Jordan, yesterday began 
an investigation of buildings in the vi- 
cinity of the levee to determine whether 
there are in that district any rats which 
might spread bubonic plague, of which 
there are a number of cases in New 
Orleans. 

Rats are being killed and taken to the 
Health Department, where they are ex- 
amined for the flea which is a carrier 
of the disease. More than 300 rats had 
been brought in by this morning. No 
trace of the flea has been found. 


Guinea Pigs in Traps. 

One system in use is the placing of 
guinea pigs in traps in buildings near 
the levee and in railroad yards. Food 
also is placed in the traps. It is expect- 
ed that the rats will enter the traps and 
that, if there are bubonic fleas on the 
rats, they will communicate the disease 
to the guinea pigs, which will die in 
six days if they contract the disease. 

Dr. C. M. Woodruff, chief diagnosti- 
cian of the Health Department, has re- 
turned from New Orleans, where he 
assisted Government and city health 
officials in their war of extermination 
on rats and their campaign against the 
bubonic plague. Dr. Woodruff -said 
there were 11 patients convalescing, and 
that there have been three deaths. 


Dr. Woodruff Inoculated.,. 

Dr. Woodruff was inoculated in New 
Orleans with à serum to protect him 
from bubonic plague. A mosquito or 
bedbug may communicate it, he said. 

The first symptoms of the disease are 
a swelling about the portion of the body 
bitten by the flea, mosquito or bedbug, 
and a rapid rise in temperature to 104 or 
105 degrees. 

Dr. Woodruff said St. Louis would 
probably have had several cases of bu- 
bonic plague if preventive measures had 
not been taken.

Long did not serve one day of his 
penitentiary sentence. 

Under the law a Circuit Judge has 
power to parole any prisoner whom he 
believes entitled te clemency. 

Long Confessed Crime. 

Long was arrested after Miss Emme- 
negger had told the police that five 
men made her prisoner and attacked 
her in Benton Park. Long made a con- 
fession at the time of his arrest and 
entered a plea of guilty when taken into 
court. 

Albert Katz, 23, of 3204 Itaska street, 
was tried in Judge Jones’ court on a 
charge of being one of the five men 
and sentenced to serve two and one- 
half years in the penitentiary. He ap- 
pealed the case and is now out on bond 

Roger Gausmann, 28, of 2851 Pesta- 
lozzi street, indicted on the same 
charge, was tried and acquitted. 

Charles Pfeiffer, 32, will be tried in 
Judge Jones’ court next month on a 
charge of being implicated in the crime. 

Judge Jones, in explaining the parole. 
said that the evidence showed that Long 
had no previous criminal record, ha‘ 
held one position seven years, and that 
he believed if he released him on parole 
he would make a better citizen of him 
than he would to confine him in the 
penitentiary. 

Prosecutor Opposed Parole. 

The Judge also said that one of the 
men was acquitted by a jury and that 
that man had been considered by the 
victim of the attack to be more guilty 
than Long. 

The court records show that the 
parole was opposed by Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Edward J. McCullen.

years. 


It was the boast, of his friends until 


the last primary that he had won every 
political contest in which he was a can- 
didate. He was accused by Mayor Kiel 
end Chairman Schmoll of the Republic- 
an committee with having ‘knifed’ 
Kiel for his Democratic adversary in the 
municipal election of April, 1913, and an 
unrelenting war on Riechmann by 
Schmoll ousted his relatives and sup- 
porters from appointive offices and led 
to his defeat for the committeeship and 
the renomination for Justice at the re- 
cent primaries. 

Riechmann was a type of the politica) 
leader who is ever ready to render the 
customary services to a constituent, and 
for two years, while seriously ill, he con- 
tinued to visit his saloon at Twelfth and 
Chestnut streets daily for this purpose 
and to make frequent trips to police 
stations at early morning hours to ar- 
range bail for friends. 

He was warned by his physician and 
friends to husband his fleeting strength,

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SENATE RATIFIS 
18 PEACE TREATIES: 
TWO ARE HELD U 


Spirited. Opposition Postpones 
Action on Pacts With Panama 
and San Domingo. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The Senate 
yesterday formally ratified 18 of the 20 
peace treaties submitted to it by Secre- 
tary Bryan and held up for further con- 
sideration those with Panama and San 
Domingo.“ 0 

The treaties ratified are with Nor- 
way, The Netherlands, Portugal, Switz- 
erland, Denmark, Italia, Salvador, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Niacaragua, Bo- 
livia, Persia, Costa Rica, Venezuela, 
Uruguay, 


with the Dominican Republic and Pan- 
ama was determined upon after spir- 
ited debate over present relations be- 
tween the United States and those re- 
publies. The United States is now en- 
gaged in attempting to settle a revo- 
lution in San Domingo, and it was sug- 
gested that 
might conflict with existing treaties. 

Senator Fall led opposition to. ratifi- 
cation of the Panama treaty in its pres- 
ent form. Under the Panama Canal act, 
chips of that republic may pass through 
the canal free of tolls. Senator Fall 
urged that any new convention should 
prevent the pegsibility of complications 
arising through an alliance with foreign 
interests by citizens of Panama, to pur- 
chase ships. 

The treaties ratified are generally of 
the same character and scope. They 
provide for the creation of an interna- 
tional commission with each country, to 
which disputes that may arise in the fu- 
ture and which diplomatic methods fail 
tc adjust shall be referred for investiga- 
tion and report, and the parties to the 
treaties agree not to declare war or be- 
gin hostilities during such investiga- 
tion and before the report is submitted. 
The life of the treaties is limited to five 
years. The contracting parties are not 
bound by the finding of facts, as made 
by the Internationa! Commission. Each 
reserves the right to act independently 
upon the dispute after the report of the 
commission shall be submitted. N

The investigation President: Wilson has direct- 
ed shall be made into the “rapid and unwarrant- 
ed increase in the price of foodstuffs” is an as- 
surance that the full -po of the Government 
will be requisitioned to prevent extortion on the 
consumer with the war as a pretext. 

It is another evidence of the watchfulness of 
the administration for the interests of that great 
portion of the public which cannot profit; which, 
on the contrary, suffers loss from forestalling, 
cornering, market rigging and all the various 
devices by which the law of supply and demahd 
is interfered with. 

This increase might be attributed to natural 
causes if the war had already been in progress 
for some months and we had been called on to 
meet extraordinary needs due to war’s great con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade in Europe. But it 
comes at a time when the peace had been broken 
less than two weeks. 

So far as present éffects of the ‘fighting are 
concerned, demand is still normal; supply also is 
still normal. With the embargo on shipping it is 
reasonable to argue that prices should have gone 
lower, instead of higher. And so far as future 
conditions are concerned, it is probable that coun- 
tries of Central Europe, to which we have been 
eccustomed to sell tens of millions of dollars’ 
worth of goods every year will be closed to us 
indefinitely. If the countries of Western Europe 
keep open their lines of communication, they will 
be as free to draw on the supply of South America 
as on our supply. 

We have statutes whose text seems adequate 
to deal with the speculators, the extortioners, the 
ensnarers of investors as well as of consumers. 
A chance is given to test the possibility. of apply- 
ing them with such promptness and vigor as to 
afford instant relief. The usual long drawn out 
proceeding under the restraint statutes will be 
futile and impotent. |

getting a clean bill of health from the United 
States District Court.

Judges Hook and Smith found it technically 
guilty of restraint of trade on account of the com- 
bination of five companies to destroy competition 
in 80 per cent of the trade they controlled, but 
acquitted the combination of wrongdoing in cap- 
italization or methods of dealing.

These are the three strong men.of Mexico— 
the men who bid fair to figure most conspicuous- 
ly in the news of the immediate future there. 
Their relations wifh each other, involving the 
welfare of the war-torn republic,.are of vital in- 
torest in this country. 

Carranza was Governor of the State of Coa- 
huila when Huerta slew Madero and became dic- 
tator. Carranza refused to recognize Huerta’s 
rule and began mustering a rebel army. The 
officers of this army, then a small one, met at 
the Hacienda de Guadalupe, March 26, 1912, and 
adopted the Plan of Guadalupe. This plan de- 
creed: 

6a That Carranza should be first chief of 
the Constitutionalist army. 

2. That when the army should capture the 
city of Mexico Carranza should become Presi- 
dent ad Interim. 

8. That he should “call general elections 
immediately after the establishment of peace, 
transferring the executive power to the citi- 
zen chosen at the elections.” 

‘Villa thereafter emerged from the desert where 
he had been an outlaw, joined the rebel army and 
quickly became its most successful field com- 
niander. After his victory at Torreon he dis- 
obeyed orders given by his chief, Carranza. Their 
differences were patched up by a conference of 
officers. Villa asserts this conference. adopted 
an agreement superseding the Plan of Guadalupe. 
He says the new Plan of Torreon decreed that 
when the army should enter the City of Mexico 
the executive ad interim should be chosen by 
the general officers of the army in council, and 
that no military commander ahould be chosen 
either as provisional President or as Governor of 
any State—which would bar both Villa and Car- 
runza. Villa did not and does not approve Car- 
ranza for temporary President. He makes no se- 
cret of the fact he prefers Gen. Felipe Angeles as 
the first elective head of the new Government. 

Gen. Angeles is described by American war 
correspondents in Mexico as “the brain of the 
army of which Villa is the soul.” Angeles is a 
graduate of the Mexican Military Academy and 
a post-graduate of the French artillery branch, in 
which he won the rank of Colonel. He is said to 
be, like Villa, of Indian blood, but unlike Villa, a 
man of broad culture and liberal views, friendly 
to foreigners, and of incorruptible character. All 
trained observers agree that Angeles is the 
best soldier in Mexico” and that it was he who 
not only suggested many of Villa’s amazingly 
shrewd and statesmaniike utterances, but who

i Beginning in January, 1914, the Gas Company, in order that its mains should not cause any inconvenience or delay in the work of abating the nuisance, repeated! invited 
the Railroad Companies to consider the question of liability for its damage resulting from the removal and rearrangement of its mains. Finally a conference was held on the 


18th day of Maria, 1914, between the City Counselor and representatives of the two Railroad Companies and of the Gas Company, resulting in the submission to the several 


companies of two propositions, namely: 
(1) To submit the question of liability for the Gas Company’s damage to the Circuit Court for immediate decision on the agreed facts, or = 


(2) That the Gas Company bear one-third of its damage in compromise. ?

The first proposition emanated from the representative of the Frisco Railroad Company, but when the Gas Company, the following day, agreed to accept either of the two 
propositions, the Frisco Company elected to accept the second proposition. When the Missouri Pacific declined to do anything in the matter, the two Railroad Companies then 


stood together and they have ever since refused either to consent to the Court determining the question on the agreed facts or to pay 1 part of the Gas Company's damage. 


The Gas Company's mains are rightfully placed at that point and their removal is desirable solely to enable the Railroad Companies to abate a nuisance which the 


their business creates.

Sheer strength and stamina won the 
contest, which saved the day for the 
Americans, as Anthony Wilding made a 
show of Norris Williams, 7—5, 6—2, 6—3. 

It's now up to the doubles today and 
this is THE important match of the 
tournament. If the Australians win the 
doubles, it is practically certain to cost 
the Americans the cup, for Brookes will 
almost certainly defeat Williams, when 
they meet Saturday. 

It was the first set of the match be- 


tween McLoughlin and Brookes that 
turned the tide in favor of the auburn- 
haired player from the Pacific Coast. 
When he won that set after 32 games 
had been played, a world's record for 
an important match, he literally broke“ 
the Avstraiian's heart and had no great 
troublo thereafter in taking two more 
sets and the maten from the world’s 
champion on the turf courts. 


Brookes a Real Master. 


The victory at McLoughlin and the 
defeat of R. orris Williams II, re- 
spectively, the two greatest singles play- 
ers in this country, was attributable to 
different causes. The Californian drove 
a superior adversary before him after 
he had torn his game to tatters by his 
tremendous speed. The American cham- 
pion beat an opponent better equipped 
with strokes. He mastered a man who 
proved himself an abler general of the 
courts by relentlessly and at times al- 
most with brute strength hurling hin: 
back by the sledge hammer returns. 


Three times in the twenty-sixth game 
of the first set, which will go down in 
tennis history as a Davis cup record, 
Brookes was within a stroke of win- 
ning it. Brookes had made a wonder- 
ful effort to take the eighteenth game 
with McLoughlin serving, but the best 
he could do was to carry the points to 
deuce. Here McLoughlin played his 
powerful top spin service down the 
outside line of Brookes’ court for an 
ace, win the game after he had 
scored the vantage by a scorching place 
shot. When it came to the twenty-sixth 
game Brookes’ skill at forcing Me- 
Loughlin into impossible positions and 

rofiting by his errors helped him to 
ead at 15—40, as the American was serv- 
ing. 

At this stage Brookes had learned to 
step inside the base line of the court 
so as to get the ball when McLoughlin 
served as it rose from the turf in its 
quick bound. The return practically 
amounted to a volley shot and the chal- 
lenger was so swift of execution that 
for a time he had the American on the 
defensive. Rallying splendidly, while 
Brookes failed fast and foug t back, 
McLoughlin drew leven at deuce by his 
vowertful placing.
